MATCHING MOODS 
W hat an art acquired lf we could 
always match the moods of Nature 
with out own—or better still, if we 
could only match our moods with 
those of Nature! 
Glancing from my library window 
I see the trees about in all their 
Autumnal glory. What a mood of 
g o l d 
a n d 
delicately 
fashioned 
beauty. A silent prayer of joy goes 
teeming its way through every cir­ 
culatory path of the body. 
Tile 
heart warms and invisibly smiles 
I ani sure. 
Such wonder—such 
wild natural acclaim. 
Said Thoreau: “W hat if I could 
pray aloud, or to myself, as I went 
along by the brook-side, a cheerful 
prayer like the birds! 
For joy I 
could embrace the earth; I shall 
delight to be buried In it.” 
If we could always allow beauty 
to flow through the delicate paths 
of our brain, we would see life as 
though it were always bright and 
light. How the moods of the paint­ 
er are reflected in every stroke of 
his brush—and how deathless are 
those moods. 
And even in the 
books that have been written from 
the heart—how you come across a 
thousand different moods as you 
follow the lines from page to page.

690 STRICKEN; 
MANY ARE ABLE 
TO PAY OWN WAY 


Harrisburg, Nov. 19 (AP)—Penn­ 
sylvania will assume the care of 
only a few of the 690 persons strick­ 
en with infantile paralysis this year, 
Dr. A. H. Stewart, acting secretary 
of Health, said today. 
“Reports so far show only 45 or 
50 persons that the state will have 
to provide for,” he added, "but, of 
course, this number may be much 
higher when all cases are con­ 
sidered. 
“Some persons don’t need further 
treatm ent and a good many are 
able to pay their own way. Then, 
too, quite a few are not seriously 
affected. All this leads us to expect 
we will have to take care of only 
a relatively small number.” 
The secretary said he exepcted 
th e federal government to con­ 
tribute something. 
During the outbreak, which took 
more than 30 lives, schools were 
closed in a dozen counties. Many 
colleges delayed their fall terms and 
strict bans were clamped on gath­ 
erings of young people. 
Treatment for Children 
Dr. J. Moore Campbell, director 
of Health Conservation, explained 
th at children under 16 years old 
may be treated at the Crippled 
Children’s hospital in Elizabeth­ 
town or in local orthopedic hos­ 
pitals. The state pays up to $4 
a day for their care. 
“The 
orthopedic 
hospitals 
are 
very busy," he said, “and they just 
can’t take care of the children who 
need 
so 
many 
operations, 
with 
usually three or four weeks of rest 
In between. 
‘Because of these conditions local 
hospitals have taken slight cases. 
We have made only limited use of 
these hospitals, but they are prov­ 
ing extremely valuable.” 
The state makes no financial pro­ 
vision for treatment of persons over 
16 years old, Dr. Campbell said. 
The director said a survey dis­ 
closed IO per cent of those stricken 
were 20, or older, while 65 per cent 
Involved children under ten.

Today marks the final day of 
preparation for the oncoming m a­ 
neuver period that will be the final 
of the present southern war games. 
This problem will begin the fifteenth 
day of this month and will last for 
two weeks, If, however, one army

be cut short. Following the last 
battles, soldiers will return to the 
respective base camps and make 
final arrangements and plans for 
the return trip to the northern 
camps. 
The temperature here for the last 
week has been exceptionally cold 
especially for this particular region 
of the south and a t this time of 
year. This morning when the men 
awoke the water in the buckets was 
frozen even within the tents. The 
drinking water in the lister bag was 
also frozen and the ice had to be 
broken by the cooks in order to 
make hot coffee. At night some 
sleep in clothes th at were worn 
throughout the day whUe others 
wrap themselves in their overcoats 
and pile their three army blankets 
over them.

Com m ittee R ecom m endations 
T he opening address of the m o rn ­ 
ing was brought by the Rev. A. R. 
Longanecker, G ettysburg, who spoke 
on th e them e, “T he A dvent M es­ 
sage.” T his was followed by 
the 
report of th e com m ittee on social 
m issions in charge of ch airm an , th e 
Rev. Dwight F. P utm an. 
T his com m ittee presented a series 
of recom m endations to the co n fer­ 
ence relative to the ch u rch ’s place 
in this present world conflict. The 
recom m endations 
which 
definitely 
stated the position of th e confer­ 
ence and were unanim ously adopted, 
were as follow s: 
1. "Be it resolved, th a t, it is the 
conviction of this conference th a t 
our country can best serve the cause 
of future peace am ong the peoples of 
the earth by adopting and adhering 
steadfastly to a peaceful relationship 
w ith other nations during th e pres­ 
en t conflict, and th a t to th a t end 
we appeal to our leaders of gov­ 
ernm ent and pray to God th a t our 
nation m ay be preserved from a 
state of w ar.” 
2. “T h a t this conference lay upon 
the consciences of our m inisters the 
solem n task of guarding w ith u t­ 
m ost care against all efforts and 
tem ptations to use the pulpit as a 
w ar 
propaganda 
center, 
an d 
the 
church as an agency of th e sta te 
to prom ote an all-out w ar program , 


thereby 
reducing 
the 
C hristian 
church to som ething less th an the 
church whose head is the C hrist, 
whose gospel is one of reconcilia­ 
tion and love, and whose symbol is 
the Cross.” 
3. “T h at we hold it to be the 
bounden duty of th e church and of 
all C hristians to respect and defend 
the rights of the individual con­ 
science, even though not. agreeing 
with its position, and to m ain tain 
an unbroken 
fellowship w ith our 
brethren in the faith who are suf­ 
fering, and w ith those who will su f­ 
fer, a t the hands of the sta te or of 
their 
fellowmen, 
for 
conscience 
sake.” 
The conference w ent on record 
th a t these three recom m endations 
set forth their unanim ous stand on 
these im portant issues and also de­ 
cided to m ake the entire report of 
the com m ittee available to the m em ­ 
bers of conference as well as publish 
in the press. 
Talks on Y outh Program 
The m orning session was closed 
with a presentation by Mrs. M able 
Fenner, associate secretary of the 
board of parish and church schools, 
who spoke on the them e, “T he C hil­ 
dren of the C hurch.” She outlined 
the church’s program regarding the 
children w ithin th e congregations, 
and set forth recom m endations for 
the adoption of the “C hildren of the 
Church program .” 
The closing session of the annual 
conference assem bled at 1:30 p. rn. 
with devotions in charge of the Rev. 
C. I. Rowe. 
The first presentation was m ade 
by the Rev, Edwin Moll, general 


secretary of the ixiard of foreign 
m issions. 
Dr. Moll spoke on the 
them e. “The L utheran C hurch in 
a W orld of Crisis.” A brief discus­ 
sion period followed this p resen ta­ 
tion revealed facts relative to th e J 
present situation and prospect of j 
foreign m ission work in the foreign

church. 
Several reports by standing com ­ 
m ittees of the conference were then 
presented. 
Tile closing message of the con­ 
ference was brought by Dr. C harles
